CHURCH YARD INTERMENTS, 
|} The attention of our citizens has been directed by 
' recent circumsignces to the injurious consequences of 
| interting the dead within the precincts of our city, and 
| the suhject is of foo much importance to be passed over 
} with the sufferings of which the practice was an auxil- 
| iary, f not a principal couse. A smal! pamphlet was 
irecentiy published, containing facts relative to the 
| subject, and we are induced to add (o the proo/s there 
; accumulated those contained in the following extract 
| from Eustace’s Tour in Italy. —N. Y. American. 


| The two privcipal hospitals are that called Degli 
| Iacurabilk, which, notwithetanding its title, is open to 
_sick persons of all descriptions, and constantiy re- 
i lieves more than eighteen hundred ; and that Delia 
| Sma Annunsea'a, which is inwenseiy moh, and des- 
tined to receive foun:ings, penitent females, &e. and 
said sometimes to harbour two thousand. To each 
‘belong iv the first piace a villa, and in the second a 
‘cemetery. he villa of the first is situate at Torre 
| Del Greeo, and 1s destined for Woe benefit of canvaies- 
| cents, and such as fabour uncer disteaspers that re- 
| quire free vir and exercise. A similar rural retreat 
ought to belong to every great hospital established iu 
large cities, where haif the distempere to which the 
poorer classes are hrabic arse trom constant coufine- 
mentand the want of pure wir. The cemetery, is, in a 
different way, of at least equal advantage to public 
heaith. It was apprehended, and not without reason, 
{that so many bodies as must be cairied on: from au 
ho-pital, especiaily in aunheaithy seasons, anight if de- 
posited in avy church or church yard within the city, 
infect the air aud produce or propagate contagious dt.- 
eases. To prevent sich evils, the sum of forty-eight 
thousand five bandied cacats, raised by voluntary con- 
tribution, was fad out in purchasing and fitting up for. 
the purpose a field about a halfa mile from the walls of 
the city, ona msing ground. A itte neat church ts 
annexed te it, with apartmeris for the officiating cler- 
gy, and the persons attached to the service of the 
cemetery, and the road that winds up the hill to it is 
lined with cvpresses. ‘The burial ground is divided in- 
to three hundred and sixty-six large and deep vaalts, 
ene of which is opened every day in the year, and the 
bodies to be interred deposited in order. These vaults 
are covered with flags of lava that fit exactly, and 
completely clore every aperture. ‘The bodies are éar- 
ried out at night time, by persons appointed for the 
purpose, apd every precaution taken to prevent even 
the slightest chance of infection, All is done gratis, 
and the expence requisite supplied by public charity. 

It is to be regretted that this method of burying the 
dead has not deen adopted im every hospital and par- 
| ish in Naples, and indeed in every town and city, not 
in Italy oniy, but all over Europe. It is really lament- 
able that a practice so dicgusting, not to aay <> perms 
| cious.at that of heaping up putrid carcasses in churches, 
| is necessarily confined, and in church 
where it cannot have a free circnlation,

respect for the ruins of the human form, which, if not 
enforced by the precepts, has at all times been in- 
spired by the genius of Christianity. Not perhaps 
without reason. That divine religion is ever intent on 
the grand object of raising, agzrandizinz, and perfect- 
ing our nature ; while it teaches us to consider our- 
selves as destined to act in a much higher and more 
glorious sphere than our preseat etate, it naturally 
prompts us to look with some degree of veneration 
even on our bodies,* which, thoagh doomed to death 
and putrefaction, shall yet one day shake off the dust 
ofthe tomb, and though corruptible put on incorrup- 
tion, and though mortal put on immortality. The of- 
fensive clatse was therefore suppressed, and the use- 
ful and laudable provisions of the decree carried very 
generally into execution. 

Some regulation of the same ki:a3,2x 90, [ think, made 
in France, but it was not s0 comprehensive. To bur 
in churches wae prohibited ; hut vaults were allowed, 
provided they did not open into the church, or into 
any covered court o¢ building. This was a partial 
remedy to the evil, but still better than nane ; and it 
cannot but appear surprising that the example of two 
such preponderant powers ¢3 France and Austria 
should not have been more generally imitated. It is 
still more astonishing that in a country governed by 
pubsic reason and guided by pubiic interest as Eug- 
land is, (excepting in a few instances, when the influ- 
ence of the court or the spirit of party may accidertal- 
ly bias the legislature,) no attempis have-been made 
to put an end to a practice so absurd and prejudicial, 
especially as this practice is more evidently dangerous 
in protestant than in catholic countries; as in the 
former churches in general are only: opened ‘for a few 
hours on one day in the week, while in the latter they 
are never shut, and have the additional advantage of 
being fumigated with incense and sprinkled with holy 
water.t : 

It cannot but appear strange that a people ro dull 
aud unenlightened as the Turks should, in this respect, 
show more senee, and even more tale, than nations in 
every other respect their superiors. ¢ Their cemeteries 
are in general out of the precincts of their cities, most 
commonly on a rising ground, and always planted with 
cedars, cypresses, and odoriferous shrubs, whose deep 
verdure and graceiul forms, bending to every breeze, 
give a melancholy beauty to the place, and inspire 
sentiments very congenial to its degtination. 1 have 
seen some christian cemeteries (as at Brussels for in- 
stance) situate and laid out in the same advantageous 
and pictarésqne manner, with some Odditional precau- 
tions in the division, so as to preciade the possibility 
of heaping bodies on each other, or.of crowding thw 
indecently together. But even this arrangement i: 
open to improvements; and it i# te be hoped that 
such improvements will ere long be made by the wis- 
dom of a British legislature. =

THE MERMAID. 

To the Editar of the London Meaning Herald. 

Having becn this day to see what has been styled 
the Mermaid, or Maid of the Ocean, perhaps vour 
readers may not be displeased with some account of it, 
being, assuredly, one of the most csemarkable of all 
anismais. 

That the eubyect, now exhibiting in St. James’s-street, 
bears. soine resemblance to tle animal seen on the 
coast of Scotiand is certain; but it diff-rs in the 
height of its body, and the sizeof its bosom ; and its 
hands preset no sign whateve: of their having been, 
at any time, webbed.” Its herd and face resemble 
those of a baboon, when at a ‘hort distance: its nos- 
trils are larze, and its nose routding. Its cheek bones 
are prominent, and its eyes proportionably so, but there 
is little or no wack either of tis or pupil, The ears 
bear great similitude to those Wf a girl, 10 or 12 years 
old; but they are sitmated never to the under jaw, 
and farther back. There is alo a communication be- 
iween the nuse and month, as.n the human anatomy ; 
aud itis not unlikely that thee may be a connection 
between one ear and the othe, as in the structure of 
birds, The communication tetween the mouth anc 
nose makes op for its deficency in point of gilis, 
which can be no where tracel, from which it would 
seem that the animal must oftn have risen to the sur- 
face of the water to preserv: the equilibrium of vital 
air. Inthe cavities of the spstrils are small tufts of 
hair. 

Its hands and arms are exceedingly curious ; since 
thev bear greater resemblance to those of the human 
hand than to those of the monkey, the baboon, or the 
orang-ontang. The nails ppear to be insertions, 

‘In the jaws are four canhe teeth, two of which are 
remarkably large ; and eivzh lke human teeth ; whether 
any or all of these are gemine, [ shall uot pretend to 
determine. 

Its head is covered wittshort brown hair, like that 
of a baboon ; and on the tp of it appears a small spot, 
as if a small bone bad grow out of its forehead. The 
jaw-boue rounds, and th: kin of the face and throat 
are moch wrinkled. Theshoulders are partially set 
with hair, and they seem tassociate considerably with 
the human, the blade bone being very evident. 

From the above descripodn, it is evident that, let 
this subject be one entire anal, or part of two, the 
upper part is that of an anival of which, notwithstand- 
ing its resemblances, Euypean naturalists have no 
knowledge. 

Under the neck are twcemall loose paps, beneath 
which are two fins ; and themall space between these 
two characteristics must t the precise spot in which 
the two animals (if two thy verily are) must be join- 
ed together ; for at thie pee the division of the skin- 
ny part and the scaly parfegins and terminates.

aviemss :—I have wi very grea 
sanlttee alteory controversy which has arisen be- 
late colleagues at Ghent. In the 
course of the several publications, of which it hes been 
the occasion, and particularly in the appendix to a 
ge which hes been recently published by the 

‘op. John Q. Adams, 1 think there are some errors, 
(no doubt unintentional), both as to matters of fact'and. 
matters of opinion, in regard to the transactions at 
Ghent, relating to the navigation of the Mirsissippi, 
and certain liberties claimed by the United States in 
the fisheries, and te the part which I bore in those 
trantactions. These important mtereste are pow well 
secured ; and, as‘it respects that of the navigation of 
the Mississippi, left, as it ought to be, on the same firm 
footing with the navigation of all the other rivers of 
the Confederacy, the hope may be confidently cher- 

ed, that it will never hereafter be deemed a fit sub- 
ject of negot.ction with aus foreign power. An ac- 
count, therefore, of what occurred in the negotiations 
at Ghent on these two subjects, is not, perhaps, neces- 
sary to the present or future security of any of the 
rights of the nation, and is only interesting as apper- 
taining to its past history. With these impressions, 
and being extremely unwiliing to present myself, at 
any time before the public, | had almest resolved to 
remain silent. and thus expose myself to the infereuce 
of an acquiescence in the correctness of all the state- 
ments made by both my colleagues ; but I have, on 
more reflection, thought that it might be expected of 
me, and be consider:d as u duty op my part, to con- 
tribute all in my power towards a full and faithful uv-

this conviction, 1 will, at some future period, more 
propitious than the present to calm and dispassionate 
consideration, and when there can be no misinterpre- 
tation of motives, lay before the public a narrative of 
those transactions at! understood them. | will not, 
at this time, be even provoked (it would, at any time, 
be inexpressibly painful to me to find it necessary) to 
enter the field of disputation, with either of my late 
colleagues.
